T» the Editor Edmonton Bulletin, 
Edmonton. ; 

Gentlemen :—Would you kindly. af- 
ford ‘me space through your valuable 
columns, to air a lit'de affair that 
has just teken place in ybur city. 
On Dee. 3ist I sent your city a tend- 
et for'pewer pipe and placed a deposit 
of $1,000 with them. Later, they sent 
me o wire asking me who were the 
manufacturers of this pipe. In reply 
L wired them, “Manufacturers, Can- 
adian Sewer Pipe Co.,”’ with factories 
at St.-Johns, P.Q., Hamilton and 
Toronto, Ont. 

My price for these pipe in accord- 
ance with their specification f.o.b. 
Edmonton, was $70,925. I received a 
letter from the Commissioner at Kd- 
monton.on the 11th inst., saying that 
my tender had been refused. Iv at 
once knew .there must be something 
wrong, if any American firm got this 
contract; and you may consider my 
surprise and annoyance, when I pick- 
ed up the Winnipeg Freo Press of the 
14th inst., and saw that your city had 
accepted the Macomb Sewer Pipe 
Company's tender for $79,295, turning 
down Canadian goods at a loss to Ed- 
monton Of $8,300, I must say this is 
not verysencouraging to Canadian in- 
dustry, and is no compliment to the 
abilivy or integrity of the men who 
are at the helm, and management of 
affairs at your city; that they can af- 
ford 10 give $8,300 more for Ameri- 
can goods than what they will give 
for Canadian. goods, when the Can- 
wdian goods are in every way equal 
to the American product. I am ask- 
ing you as a stranger is this fair play 
to the rate and tax payers of Ed- 
monton?

At Red Deer he had met an expert 
electrician—a man who for obvious 
reasons did not identity 
known, but who had nothing to sell , 
to the town—and he had strongly |

Lorimer system for an extended per- 
jiod. It is as yet almost unknown, 
Mr, Mills’ informant and 
Peterboro, the only town that has it 
now in use, had not yet paid a cent 
towards its cost, a proper test not yet 
having been made.

Last Sunday he celebrated mass at 
the new church on Kinistino avenue, | 
whose pastor, Rev. Father Hetu, was | 
born in the same house in which Fath- 
er Lacombe was born and who came 
to the West as so many others have 
done on the invitation of the vener- 
able worker. 

Fifty-five years ago Father Lacombe 
celebrated mass at Edmonton, when 
his congregation was mostly Indian. | 
From the lives of these the old mis: | 
sionary drew one lesson for his con- 
gregation of 1907. His sermon, being 
delivered on the Feast of the Holy 
Name, turned to the Christian's 
thoughtless, irreverent and even blas- 
phemous use at times of the name oi 
the Creator, 

“Our Indians were pagans, it 3 
true, but they believed in a “singooneng 
Being and so reverenced Him that ! 
the name of the divinity was rarely 
spoken, and then with reverent awe. 
Blasphemy was a crime unknown: it
